A GREAT WOMAN 

T DOES the modern woman good, 

| now and then, to realize that the 

wisdom of women will not die with 
her and was not even born with her, 
A bit of hercine-worship, with its re- 
verse side of humility, doesn’t hurt any 
of usS—no matter how brave and clever 
we think ourselves! That Is why the 
really intelligent woman of to-day, who 
wants to keep a Clear perspective on 
her sex and its achievements, pounces 
with keenest interest on those bocks 
in which the lives of great women of 
earlier days are set down. When such 
a book is written by a woman, thus af- 
fording the double play of feminine wit 
and distinction on feminine wit and 
distinction, there is no coincidence 
more happy. Then, indeed, the woman 
reader can achieve a new pride in her, 
sex, a new understanding of it! 

How great a woma can be, even in 
those pre-feminist days when the world 
conspired to make her small, always 
has seemed to us most admirably illus- 
trated by the character and career of 
Queen Ellzabeth of England. She is 
our preferred heroine; she is the 
woman by whom modern women should 

= 

measure themselves, when they are in 
danger of developing a superiority com- 
plex. The most authentic, brilliant, 
unforgettable picture of Qucen Eliza- 
beth which we have ever found is in 
Isabel Paterson's superb novel, “The’ 
Fourth Queen.” But another woman's 
“Queen Elizabeth’ — Katherine An- 
thony’s new biography, published under 
that title—is also a fine evocation of 
& woman who makes the rest of us 
proud of belonging to the same sex. 


URIOUSLY enough, Francis Hack- 
ett’s magnificent biography, 
“Henry the Eighth,” shows even 

more plainly than Miss Anthony's that 
Elizabeth was an unusual woman at 
least partly because she was” the 
daughter of one. “Queen Bess was 
Harry’s daughter,” sings Kipling in a 
ringing ballad, but also she was the 
caughter of Anne Bolcyn. In face, as 
two portraits reproduced in Miss An- 
thony’s book prove, Elizabeth bore an 
amazing resemblance to her mother. In 
her dominant personality is assuredly 
to be: traced that dynamic Anne, of 
whom Hackett writes,-at the time of 
her coronation: 

“For six years, almost alone in her 
purpose, she has used her wiry will to 
drive Henry faster and farther than his 
imagination had wished to travel... . 
Such audacity, energy, recklessness and 
nervous impatience, had ‘cost a terrible 
price, especially as she was illumined 
by no certain moral conviction nor 
companioned by a trustful man.- The 
fight had frayed her spirit and hard- 
ened her heart, but no one—not 


© 


Charles, not the Pope, not the nobles, 
nor her faint-hearted father, nor the 
mass of the English people—had been 
able to arrest her progress. She had 
flown the barrier and leaped the weir. 
And the spirit that had braved 60 
much, the something hard and ringing 
and dauitiess in her, arose anew to the 
triymphant hour.” 

That last sentence, it seems to us, 
might have been said in more than one 
hour of her daughter, Elizabeth. The 
sheer unflinching courage of this 
woman, through the girlhood = sur- 
rounded by personal perils and the 
queenhood surrounded by nations eager 
to gobble up her England and thinking 
the task “almost too easy,” as Miss 
Anthony says—should be an inspiration 
to other women. “At the time when 
Queen Elf¥abeth came to the throne, 
Spain and France were quarreling quite 
openly as to who should rule her 
island,” writes her latest biographers. 
No one but Elizabeth was to rule it. 


est intelligence and the _ ruler’s 

supreme gift—an ability to win 
and to work with other great minds. 
To say that Elizabeth has come down 
to us as a great Queen because of the 
distinguished men who ornamented her 
reign is to take a superficial, super- 
masculine view of the matter. Eliza- 
beth, as Isabel Paterson notes, was 
ever the old lioness who dominated 
her counselors and her suitors. 

The spectacle of the supremely ef- 
ficient coquetry with which she han- 
dled her wooings is reason enough for 
any woman to read Katherine Anthony's 
life of the Virgin Queen. She, who 
Walsingham declared “was the best 
miarrlage in her parish, and brought a 
kingdoin with her for her dowry,” kept 
al! men guessing for a lifetime. 

Truly, as Miss Anthony says, “Eliz- 
abeth should have Hved In the year 
1929, for she would have been abso- 
lutely at home among us. She possess- 
ed and exercised the executive power 
that many women show to-day, though 
it was a subject for criticism in her 
own day. Elizabeth was as modern as 
any up-to-date flapper in that she be- 
lieved vigorously in freedom. If she 
were alive to-day she would undoubt- 
edly be the executive of an extremely 
large organization and directing vast 
undertakings. Elizabeth loved great 
enterprise, high action and bold endeav- 
or. Just as she sponsored Drake in 
her own day she would encourage an 
adventurer like Lindbergh if she were 
among us. It was in her character as 
Queen, as administrator, that Elizabeth 
realized her great creativeness, and in 
this field she demonstated her abun- 
dant fertility.” 

And out of the Elizabethan age, as 
Lytton Strachey concedes, a nation was 
born. This, perhaps for the. only time 
in history, a woman dia. Her woman 
biographer beautifully writes Eliza- 
beth’s inscription on the Golden Roll 
of Fame: 

“Her reign was a marriage, and the 
nation was her child.”
